Under 
the rules, every man will be entitled to 
three days' maintenance at the society 
and, for every meal and night's lodg- 
ing, he will be compelled to work one 
hour on the streets. Thus, if he stays 
a whole day at the house, he will put 
in four hours work under the direotion 
of a man from the street commissioner's 
department, but his stay can only ex- 
tend over a period of three days.

that he must make way for some other 
unfortunate. 


The dapartment is authorized to work 


the men on the streets under an old 
ordinance which allows the city officials 
to compel every beggar and tramp to 
earn his meals whioh will be furnished 
him at the expense of the city.
